For it will eaſily appeate 
what credite this noble ſcience of Phyſicke was in times paſt. if you conſider 
iofolency and pride of ancient Phyſitions, whereof many of ihem diſdained 
e fellowſhip of Kings, and ſome of them emboldened onely by the eredite of 
ir ſcience purchaſed amongſt men, grew to ſuch im would 
ue ceremonies and rites performed ynto them as vuto gods. One ſuch was 
hemiſon Cyprius the daintie of Antiochus, another was Theſſalus whom Galen 
Daketh mention of, who went about to innouate and the method of 
hyficke ſet dont by Hippecrates and others. But the moſt of all was 
enecrates the Syraculan, who foolifhly vſurped the name of Tupiter , often« 
es boaſting, that by his Arthe could breathe lite into mortallmen, after the 
anner of Iupiter e which arrogant title the people neuer went about to dero · 
ate from him, but rather ſuppoſed that it was delerued on his part, becauſe he 
ed mauy of the falling euill, which diſcaſe eſpecially teigued in his time. 
dis Menecrates in a certaine epiſtle which he wrote to Philip the King of Ma. 
Jon, vſeth thee words Thou art King of Macedon, and 1 of Phylicke : it 
1 jo thy power at thy plealure to deſtroy men which enioy their health, and 
mine to preſerue ſicke men, and reſtore dead men to life, and to keepe the 
of men vnſpotted. euen vnto their old age, it they will obey me. Vnrea« 
zable ſurely and monſtrous was the pride of this man; and it was ſo fed with 
applauſe and approbation of his citizens who wondred at his tare cunviog, 
he marched in the City with a traine of gods after him: one in ihe habite 
Hereuler, another in the ſhape of Mercarie 2 another tooke vpon him the 
tine of Apollo, and he himſelſe ſupereminent in the midfi reſembling Tupiter, 
Dre a purple robe, and a crowne of gold ypon his head, and held in his hand 
ighty ſcepter.

the fift or ſirt place. Which although ſome men will aſcribe to the laborious 
difficulty & confuſed yaſtnes of this Art eſpecially ; yet l dare boldly afhrmie, 
that there hath not bene, not is, any ſuch blocke or ſtay, which hath impeached 
ſo much their endeuouts, at the defeR of experience. Aud truly I cannot more 
fily compare our Emperiques and practitioners then to him that purpoſeth to 
be a (ca-man and traueller,who though he ſtudiouſly ſtriueth to attaine to the 
perfeQis ot his Art, though be carefully buſieth himſelte about the coſmogra-· 
phicall maps, though he induſtriouſly peruſeth the bookes of Nauigation, uay 
(which is more) though he conferre diligently with very expert laylers : yet

Io the old time when Phyſicke was 
brought vader no torme;but conſiſted only of a few experiments which paſſed 
from band to hand,yoog children, together with other Artes, did recciue cer- 
taine precepts and rules, how to order and goucrne the body, and learned 
alſo preſeruatiues againſt poyſon, and the receipt of lalues to cure any greene 
wound, and the meancsto ccrtaine ordinary diſeaſes, which (indeed) 
were but few , the age of man being then farre more ſtrong, Wereade how 
Linus, who was ichoolemaiſter to Hercules when he bad inſtructed bim inthe 
Art of wraſtling,(which then was honoured elpecially)and in Muſicke, that be 
bim the receipt of a certaine balme , which be often vied in many of his 
aducntures. And what was it that gaue matter to the fable of Achilles, how 
his mother I heti had made bis bodie impenetrable, but that knowledge of his 
which he had learned of his maiſter Chyron the Centaure, who taught him the 
vertue of an hetbe, which to this day beareth his name, by which be healed all 
the wounds he teceiued in battellꝰ What an honorable mention doth Homer 
make of Machgon and Podalirius the ſonnes of Æſcalapius, in that pe ew 
cure themlelues when they were at any time hurt of the enemy? This cun- 
ning alſo had Mithridates,and Fabricius the Romane, he that vanquiſhed Pyr- 
rhas, and allo Marcus Curies, and many other who arc recorded by biſtories,

Y cold, is meant in this Chapter, a cold diſtempet imply, withoutthe fluxe 

Bot any cold humour. This paine in the bead is ot outward cold, as 
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when the aire is very cold, elpecially when one tarieth in it ons time 
bare headed; as alſo it may be cauſed by the ſodaine applying of any coſd ching 
to the head. The ſignes ot headach cauied of cold, are comrary to thoſe fignes Signa, 
that are cauſed of hore diſtemper. For in this, though the paine be vehement, 
yet che head when it is felt, is nor hote, and the face and eyes do not looke 
red, nor their face is not drie and ſhrunke, but comrariwiſe full and pale, and 2 
their eyes are lw olne and ſwart. Allo they neither defire cold things, not do _ 
feele eaſe by them. Concerning the diet of thoſe that haue this kinde of head Ac ruf 
ach, they mult eſchue cold ayre, ind abide altogether in hote ayre. muſt _ 
Ocepe moderately , but no —— then they were wont. muſt vie mo- __ 
viog of the whole hody, eſpecially walking and ridiog.Lettbeir bodies be toly. 2 
ble rather then coſtiue, ſo that hey may each day haue a ſiege either by nature 4 
ot by art, as by a ſuppoſitarie or a cliſter.

Therefore we do not make mention here ofthele diſtempers, as thouꝑb head- 
ach might be cauſed of them alone, but that che ſtudious in Phyſick might haue 
ſtore of medicines, when headach cometh of beate and drineſſe, or moiſturt 
with heat,or when cold mixed with drineſſe or moiſture cauſeth headach, Head 
ach through drineſſe it cauſed through drineſſe ofthe aire,or by drie medicines, 
by hunger,excrciſe,lecherie, and perturbations of the minde.

macke be affected. Moreouer in this kind of headach if the ſicke taſt,and ſuffer 
buoger long , the paioe is more vehement, for through long abſtinencethe 


malice ol the humour increaſeth. You muſt cure thoſe that are thus grieved, 


not by applying remedies to the head, but tothe humoutrs is the ſtomacke, 
which raiſe vp vapours to trouble the head, Therefore you muſt with ſpeed 
urge the noyſome homours that are inthe mouth of the flomacke. They may 
% purged out by drinking of warme water,itlo be the patient can cafily vomit: 
if cot, he muſt thruſt bis ger or a feather into bis throate, and ſo the 
ſtomacke to vomit. Note that yellow or pale choler , becauſe of his naturall 
ghtocſſe, doth readily aſcend to the mouth of the ſtomacke: but the bumours | 
that be flegmatique, or ſoure, or lalt, do rather remaine in the middeſt of the 
tomacke then in the mouth of it. It is beſt when ſuch humors are in the hot 
tome of the ſtomacke, for then they will eaſily auoid the ſtomacke, and paſle 
into the guts. It is worſt of all when noylame bumours de cleaue ſo faſt to the 
filmes and tunicles of the ſtomacke , and do ſo furte them, that they can ſcarce» 
ly be ſcoured out. Therefore if any bumour doth furre the tunicles of the ſto- : 
macke,miniſter Hierapicra,which is a ſoucraigne medicine therefore. And aſtet Hierapiera. 
purging, let che patient haue good meates ,cafic of digeſtion, and wholſome 
bor dde ſſomack. And for as much as lacke of good digeſtion, and weakoneſle of 
the mouth of the ſtomacke, be the greateſt cauſes ot increaſe of noyſome hu- 
mours inthe ſtomacke, it muſt be prouided that good digeſtion be procured, 
and that the mouth of the ſtomacke may be ſtrengthened by ſuch medicines 
as be aſtrictiue, and baue veztue to ſtrengthen, whereof you finde plentie 
bereaſter in the zhird booke, and therefore it were ſuperfluous to recite them

"YEphalea both in Greeke and Latine is thename of headach which is e- 

cecdiag painfull, continuing long and hard to ceaſſe, which vpon light oc- Sign. 
cafions hath very ſhatpe and . great fits, fo that the patient can neither abic 
noiſe, nor loud ſpeech, nor cleare 12 — nor drinking of wine, nor lauours that 
fl ibe braine, nor mouing, but deſiteth for the greatneſſe of the paine to fit 
or lie quiet in the darke, luppoſing that his head were ſtroken with a hammer. 
Allo tome of them do feele thoſe things that are about their bead, as 
they were bruſed or racked; lu many the paine proceedeth vnto the tootes of 
the eyes. This diſeaſe lometime doth continue painſull alwaics , ſometime it 
bath firs and intermiſſions, either ordinate or inordioate. For io ome theres 
intermiſſion in the fits, as in the falling ſickneſſe, ſo that for a time they lee! 
tobe pericly whole. This diſeaſe doth vet womenmorethen men, beca 
6itheir long haire. In ſome of themthe filmes chat coucr the braine are 
vcd: but in ſome, oncly the filme chat coueteib the {cull is gricued 1 
of abundance ot bloud and other by the ſharpneſſe of

wiodines. But ifthere be beating with it, there is ioflimation in the filmes ofthe 
head: and if there be heauineſſe with the diſtenſon, then it declareth abundange, 
ot humour within the filmes And if the paine be felt ſuperficially, as it wen 
outward, then it betokeneth that the filme which couereth the ſcull is gie; 
ued But if i be felt deepe within , the filmes of the braioe are vexed. Note tha 

thole that haue paine within the (cull , they feele griete at the rootes oftheir 

eyes, becauſethatthe tunicles of the eyes haue their beginning, of the flies 
of the braine. And if ſo bethat a putrified humour in the head do ware hotter 
and hotter, then there is a feuerioyned with the headach. They allo arevered 
with a feuer,which haue headach cauſedby inflammation As for diet to be vſed 
in this griefe, you may eaſily preſcribe it out of the former Chapters, accot- 
ding to the diuerſitie of the cauſes thereof:and therefore I omitit here willi 
ly, left I ſhould vſe a fond 3 of one thing often. The cure doth 
according to the diuerſity ofthe cauſe. Fot if you finde abundance of bumoun 
or vapoursto be the cauſe, if it be ingendred ofplenitude of the whole body, 
muſt begin with cuacuation of the whole And therefore you muſt 
et him bloud on the Cephalice on the ſame fide, it his ſtreugth will ſuffer it, and 
no other thing let it. But if the bead doth receiue the humours and vapoun 
that do aſcend, for thatit is weake, then you muſt pull backe the matter vnto 
the whole body, and ſo remedie the part affected. Therefore you muſt vſe very 


ſharpe cliſters , and bindings ofthe armes and legges, and many friQtionsof 


the neather parts: and ſometime allo in this caſe you may let bloud in the ame 


Add if after that, bloud do ſeeme ſtill to abound, you may open a veine in the 
noſthrils, and draw bloudfromthence , as much as ſhall be requiſite. Shortly 
after you mult purge the body with Hierapicra , or other thinges that are pre 
lcribed in che former Chapters. After purging ofthe whole body , youny

Of the Migrime. 

Emicrania is painefull euill remaining in one halfe of the head, either on 
Hi: right half or onthe left, and is diſtinguiſhed by the ſeame that runneth 
along inthe skull, from the middle forchead ro the hinder part of the head this 
oriete in Engliſn is called the Migrime. This paine cometh often by fits, and 
in ſome the griefe is felt without the skull, in lome within deepe in the braine, 
and in ſome other nigh to the temples in the muſcles there. This paine is cau- C 
led by aſcending and lowing of many yapours ot humourseither hote or cold, 
cither by the veines, or bythearteries, ot by both. Sometime they onely pro 
ceed from the part contained in the sku!l,thatis,from the braine and his 1 
which thruſt out their excremenis and ſupetfluities from them; and ſometime 
from the parts of the bodie beneath the head, which ſend vp corrupt: 
and bumours from themſelues to the braine. The ſignes whereby you ſhould Sign. 
know whether vapours or humours do abound, and whether 2 hote, or 
cold, are to be gatherd out of the former chapters : as alſo to know in what 
part ofthe head the griefe is, whether wichin the {cull or without, reade the for- 
mer Chap. of Cephalea, Onely this I adde here, that if in this diſeaſe, the filme 
that coueteth the skul be affected, then is their pain ſo vehement, that they can» 
not ſuffer to be touched with ones hand: ſo that it ſeemeth the kin ĩt ſelſe is 
affected in this euill.

the Migrime be cauſed of hote humour or yapours , then vſe thoſe remedies

Let not the place be too hote where he flees 
eth, nor let him not keepe his head too hote, Io his exerc iles, let him not ſtirre - 
bis head much: and therefore it is good for him to vſe friftions often, ſpecially 
in the morning before he tiſeth: begin at the ypper parts, and end with the ne- 
ther, He muſt refraine from perturbations and aſfections of the minde, ſpecial- 
ly from anger, feare, and ſadues, a8 alſo from loud crying, and ſinging. Carnal 
copulation is not good for him, If he hath not a ſtoole once io a day, you 
muſt helpe nature either by cliſter or ſuppoſitary. For the cure if the fit be pre- 
ſent, you muſt reuiue the patient againe with [weete and odoriferous ſmels; & 
with frictions and ſuch like, At which time alſo it nerd be, you may vle a lup- 
poſitaty or acliſter. Afterward if the patient be ſtrong and no other impediment 
preſent, let him bloud on the ceyhalica veine, whether it be the beginning of the 
diſeaſc ot otherwiſe. But take heed that you draw not much bloud at once, fot 
the patient will quickly fall through euery light occafion.

And if fame be cauſe of the evil}, you ſhall perceiue it not only by im- 
moderate ſleepe, and abundance of excrements deſcending from the brajne fas 
is aforeſaid) but allo by the diſpofition of the ſicke, by his age, & his cdplexion, 
by the time of the yeare,the region, the ſtate ofthe aire,and the diet that hev- 
ſed before, For all thoſe or the moſt part of them encline to cold and moitture. 
Likewiſe it melancholy abounding be cauſe ofthe diſcaſe,you ſhall know it. ſor 
that the ſicke is not ſleepy at all, neither doth he anoid any excrementsar all rs 
the braine : befides,the ſtate of hit body and all other circumſtances aboue 
rehearſed incline to cold & drineſſe. His diet muſt be diverſe ——_—_ the 
diverſity of the cauſes. But whatſocuer the cauſe be, let the aire that the ficke 
remaineth in, be inclining to heate, and let his lodging be light: let not his win 
dowcs be North nor South, for the one cooleth, and the other filleth the head, 
Let him eſchue much ſleepe, ſpecially inthe day time, & vpon a full ſtomacke, 


But note, if the diſeaſe be cauſed of a cold & moiſt diſtemper, then ihe whole 
order of his diet muſt be hote and dry. But if the cauſe be cold and dry, then 
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mult the diet be altogether ſuch as wil heate & moiſten. As touching the cure;if corat ia 
loſe of memory be cauſed by vehement purgations, or other immoderate eua-

But they that baue Carus, ate occupied with d 
flcepe,and if they be ſtirred or pricked , although they feele, yet they wall 
nothiog, nor once open their eyes, Beſides as Paulas AEgineta noteth, avehe> 
ment feuer doth vic to go before Carus, & in the Lethargy it followeth rather, 
Alſo Carus vletk to lucceode other ſymptomates & accidents. For it cometh of. 
ten in the firs of feuers,andin the falliog ſickneſſe, and in preſſing of the braine, 
ij well when the braine pan is cruſhed together, as alſo if the flmes that couei 
the foremoſt ventricle of the-braine,be thruſt downe. But the Lethargy hath 3 
certaive peculiar conſiſtence of himlelf. Alſo carus doth differ from'the Apo- 
plexy, for that in it the breathing is very ſtraight ſo that the ſicke can with much 
ado ſcarce breathe at all, But be that hath Carw ( as Galen witnellerh in his 
fourth booke de locss . J bath his breath at liberty, Carus ix cauſed of a Cauſe.

fleepe is cauſed of coldaes and moiſtnes ioyned together. The other euill cal · 
led Y3g4lans ſopor, or Coma, that is, the watching drouſines is eauled of fleame 
mixed with choler , & for the moſt part it cometh for lacke of ſtrength , that 
they are not able to keepe open their eye liddes. The party that is vexed with Signs. 
je ſoporiferous and ſlecpy Coma, doth fleepe with bis neather jaw open, and 
f oſten as he is awaked, he falleth into anew fleepe forthwith. They that haue 
the watching Coma, ſpeake they wote not what, and they lye with their 
bole body out of order, and they haue partly ſuch ſignes as appeate in the *

The Apoplexie is cauſed of a flepmaidg 
bumour that is cold, profle , and rough, which doth at one time abunda 
fill the principall ventricles of the braine, which humour ouermuch cru 
and chiefly drunkennefle doth engender Allo it is cauſed by a fall or a ley 
which abe and bruiſeth the braine, and cauſeth humour to flow thiiha 
Alſo very cold aire which doth thicken and congeale the humidities ande 
crements of the braine, doth ſometime cauſe this diſeaſe : it may alſo be ci 
ſed of a groſſe melancholy humour. Concerning ſignes, there goeth before 
diſeaſe a full and ſharpe paine of the head, and a ſwelling ot the yeines jingle 
necke, che Vertigo, and brightnes before the eies, alſo cold of the extreeme n 
without cauſe, panting of the whole body, ſlowneſſe to moue, and Fer 
the teeth while they ſleepe. Their vrine is litle in quantity, blacke, like rultal 
canker in mettall, and bath a refidence like meale. They that fall into td 
eaſe , do lacke ſenſe altogether, they lie as they were aſleepe with heit ti 
ſhut, and do ſnort. The vebemency and greatneſſe of this diſeale may belt 
cerued 1 the impediments harthe haue in breathing, For when u 
much differing from naturall order, it betokeneth the vehemency ofthe dial 
and that it is a great and ſtrong Apoplexy, But when there is a little imped 
ment in the breathing , then you may iudge that there is but little hurt ii 
braine, and ſo you may accompt it a mall and weake Apoplexy. The 
and ſtrongeſt Apoplexy is, wherein the breathing is ſo diminiſhed thatity 
hardly be perceiued: and that is almoſt as euill, wherein the breath i 
pech tor a while, and then is fetched with great violence. This diſeaſe forth 
moſt part doth chance to old men, which be of a flegmatike complexion, 
which do vſe ſuch a diet as increaſeth fleame, But if ſo be it inuade any 
parted: & that in Sommer ſeaſon, it is moſt perillous.

Pilepſia in Grecke(as Galen faith) is a — and ſtrerchi 
of all the parts of the whole body, not continually, but that which chan 
cech at ſundry times, with hurt of the minde and ſenſe. it is ſo called becauſe 
attacheth both the ſenſe and feeling ot the head, and alſo ot the minde. I bet 
tines call this diſcale, Morbus Comitialis. There be three differences in this ſił. 
nefle or diſeaſe. The firſt is cauſed when this ficknefſe cometh onely of diſeale 
io the braine, as it chanceth when grollc and clammie fleame, or ſharpe choler 
doth ſtop the paſſage of ihe ſpirit in the ventricles of the braine.

Secondly it is cauled through an euill affect in the mouth of ths 
ſtomacke, that is, when the braine laboureth to driue away the vapours and 
bumours that aſcend vp to it from the ſtomacke. Thirdly the falling lle i 
cauſed, when as the patient feeleth a ching like voto a cold aire, coming from” 
ſome member, and creepiug vp to the braine, but this chanceth very Alban 
There goeth before this euill an vawile ſtate of the body and minde, ſadnelly 
- nefle, troubleſome dreames, ach of the bead, and continuall fuloelly 
in it, ſpecially in anger, paleves ofthe face, inordinate mouing of ihe tongut 
and many do bite it. As ſoone as this euill taketh then, the ſicke fall downe, & 
they are plucked vp together, they lnort, and ſomeumethey cry out, mami do 
tremble and turne round about.

The ſtomacke is di ĩed eithet 
through the dry diſtemper that is in it , or through ſalt humours, 03 drioki 
ofſalt water, Alſo oftentimes it is dried through conſent of the whole body, 
it chanceth in burning feucrs,and feuers Heftick. The diuetfity of cauſes may 
eaſily be knowne by the patients words, and by thole ſignes which wee haue 
ſpoken of in the ſecond Chapter next before. The cauſe being knowne, 
you muſt _— each ot them according to their cauſes diucrſly, Therefo's 
you muſt remedy thirſt coming of beate, by miniſtring things that do coole.

Bhorring of meate, or loſing of appetite, doth chance either through lo- Cauſe; 
fiog of the ſence of ſucking of the veines,which is naturall r, Ca- fe 
ln witneſſeth, lib. 1. ſe Sympt. caufss cap. 7. or becauſe there is no out, 
ot becauſe the body is net emptied. Allo ſonietime it chanceth 
bote diftemper, ſpecially ofthe ſtomacke, which diitemper doth di the 
hard and ſound members by looſing of them, and maketh them weaker in 
drawiog : but the moiſt member, it ſtretcheth out vnteaſurably by ſnedding. 
Sometime it is cauſed through abundance of vicious humours contained in 
the ſtomacke, and through immoderate fluxe of the belly and bowells: allo 
throvehoucrmuch bloud letting. Allo the ficke doth abhorre meate in conti- 
nuall and vehement feuers, alſo in inflammations of the ſtomack, the liuer and 
bo matrice, and for many other cauſes which need not to be rehearſed heere. 
ſignes which betoken a hote diſtemper, are rehearſed before in the firſt Sina 
Chapter. Thole which abhorre meate, through the vice of cholericke humor, 
re troubled with gua wing of the ſtomack, and with appetite to vomite,& with 
thirſt. Thole —— bumouts that be rotten, they haue ſometime a feauer. 
But thoſe which haue loathing of meate through groſſe and clammy bumors, 
they neither feele goawing ol the ſtomacke nor thirſt . But commonly to all, 
there cometh diſpoſition to vomit. If loathing of meate doth come about the 
deginning of the diſeaſe, ot about the rigour and ſtrengih of it, whichthe pati 
ents ſtrength-may yet ſuffer , it cauſeth no perill, for the ſicke need hut l 
nouriſhment . But if loſſe of appetite do come inthe declination of the hole 
diſcaſe,or in Jong weakeneſle, or inlacke of ſtrength. or of vumeaſurabſe pur- 
ging, ir is not withour perill and danger. This cuill is inci eaſed of age. Fot 
children are vnluckily troubled with this diſeaſe , that is to ſay, ſuch as art de- 
uoutets by nature, and haue neede of continual nouriſhment - Therefore if 
children haue this diſeaſe, great excefle aboue nature is ſignified by it. For 
cure of thrs diſeaſe; if the of appetite be cauſed reve” weaken e — 
ſtomach, you muſt marke what diſtemper doth weakenthe ſtrergth, and on.

When pettect crudity and rawvneſſe is engendred without 
corruption , in ſuch ſort, that the meates do temaine altogether eue asien 
were eaten: bythis you may know that the ſtomacke is anercomey eithet 
through great quantity of meates , or through vehement cold taken in ahote 
thirſt, Therefore if you would not haue this crudity, and euill digeſtion e 
muſt beware of all the aforeſaid things, that is, that you neither offend inthe 
quantity, nor quality, nor order, nor due ſeaſon of the taking of your | 
meate : and that you eate thoſe things onely, which you are able to digelt, and 
not that which appetite requiteth. Therefore you muſt eſpecially rake dingen 
heed tothe meaſure and quantity of your meate , and you muſt refraineyour' 
appetite, and eate no more then your ſtrength is able to luffer. Alſo you mult 
beware of euill order, that is, that you do not firſt cate Quinces ot Pomęm- 
nates , or ſome ſuch like things, and afterward to eate pot-herbs out oſ ais 
ot ſauce made with ſalted fiſh, or other things which do ſoften tbe belly; A 
you muſt eſchue eating out of due ſeaſon, that is, that you do not eate beſoꝶ 
ſome moderate exercile, or before yeſterdaies meate be well deſcended, i300 
alſo not before your accuſtomed houre.

Jo boy little whelpes while they reſt ypon their ſtomach, which doth increaſe 
the abundance of heate that digeſteth the meate. Alſo you muſt procure ſleep 
in the night equall and without diſturbance, For this, you muſt prepare to lie 
ſteaigbt, and let your head be bolſtered vp high, and in your lying you muſt 
wdine towards the left fide . And it you cannot ſleepe, you mult lie with- 
out turning or ſtirripg of your bodie, and keepe it ſtill iv one forme of lying; 
for often ſtirrings and toſſings do diſturbethe meates , and make the bodie 
windie, andthe bowells likewiſe. The cure muſt be diuerſe, according to the Cyrativ, 
diuerſitie of the cauſes : for hote diſtemper of the ſtomach requireth one 
kind of curing, and cold diſtemper ye another, Alſo inflammation 
of the — requireth another kind of cure, and hardneſie or impoſtuma- 
tions another kinde ; and all thoſe cures you ſhall ſeeke out in the propet 
Chapters: for here it ſufficeth to ſay thus much. Whenthere cometh an vn 
plealant belking,declaring manitcſtly that there is corruption of meates,with- 
out prolonging, you mult prouoke vomite, and by drinking of warme water, 
you muſt conſtraine all that is corrupt to come forth . For it they remaine in 
the ſtomach, they cauſe totmenting, and wreſtling, and heauineſſe of the 
head : and ſometimes they ſend forth choler p ward and de wue ward, or they 
cauſe fluxe of the wombe, or feauers . Therefore ſuch as cannot digeſt bur 
hardly, we muſt accuſtome them long time before, that they may votnite eaſi - i n 
ly,for that is beſt in many perills, And if any be hard to vomite by nature, be 
ill diſpoſed to driake cold things, in any calc it is not inconuenient to gius 
him a cup of pure cold water to drinke: forthe ſtomach being ſtrengthened, 
it ſoone thrufteth out thole things chat ſticke in it, and ſendeth them downe 
tothe lower parts. Then the next day let the ſicke be kept in quiet and reſt, 
and vle rubbings of his feete, and chafing of his ſides, vntill the tumbling and 
windineſſe breake out beneath, and vntill the e come torih with 
a gentler quality. And then it is good to riſe vp, that firſt the bellygay ſend 
out the corrupt things by ſiege, and afterward let the ſicke walke moderately, 
and let him be idle, becaule of the troubled vapoum which be aſcended into 
the head through corruption. After this be muſt apply lus mind to daily buſt 
nefle without perturbation and indignation, Then againe the belly muſi be 
prouoked to auoid thole things that temaine yet. Afterward you muſt bidde 
him reſt, and you muſt powrg vpon and nouriſh the ſeete with warme water: 
and the face being waſhed with pure cold water, let him reſtio hi and 
procure him to ſleepe by all meanes.

diflolue meate. Vehement heate for the moſt patr (ouercoming thoſe thiog 
that it comprehendeth) extenuateth and maketh thinne the meare; ſo ihat uo 
vapvurs can cogenderthereof vnleſle it be eaſie to turne into windines of the 
owne nature: but the windineſſe that ĩs ſo engendred is troublous and cloudy; 
and alfo jtis butlitdle, and endureth but a little while, fo that at one belking 
or other it yaniſheth away ſtraight, The beate that worketh in the meates; if | 
it be bar oflitrle forte and ſtrength (chat is, doth ſomewhar diſſolue them, but 
not altogether conſume them) thereof muſt needs engender windines,as Gas 


ing out and heauineſſe of the ſtomach: allo ſometime ſwelling, and a certain 
bowing out of the mouth ot the ſtomach, and of the ſtomach it ſelfe: alſo 
emptie belkings do come, ſometimes lightning a little, and a ſtoppi 
the windineſſe which is wout to breake downward.

They are eaſed by the meate going downeward, and by windineſſe 
breking out either by belking, or by the belly. Allo rumbling & noile is beard 
within. Therefore if the windineſſe of the ſtomach be cauled of flegmatickæ 
meates , you muſt miniſter an extenuating diet, and ſuch medicives as do d. 
vide and purge fleame, which we taught in the firſt chapter of this booke: But 
if the windineſſe be engendted thtou gh want and w eakeneſſe of beate, he muſt 
vie mearcs eaſie of digeſtion and of good iuice. Allo he muſt eate but litle:ſot 
faſting isyery good for this diſeaſe.

Moreouer, 
the ſtomach muſt be ſtreugthned by medicines miniſtred as well inwardlya 
outwardly : Inwardly by comforting Electuaries, aud outwardly by applying 
of ointments, Emplaſters, and Cerates before taught.

euill is knowne , be very wanifeſt : for they auoyd both and downe- 
ward: allo there followeth thirſt and ſwet, and ſhort pulſe, and drawing vp and 
. "flrerching out of the muicles of the hands and feete . and ſpecially of * calte 
of the legges . Therefore ſeeing thiseuill is moſt ſharpe and doth cauſe verie 
rieuous ſwownings, if it endure Jong, you muſt do your diligence that you 
ape it by and by without any tarying. No Phiũtian if be ſee this diſeaſe to be 
engendred through abundance of vicious humour, will inthe beginning all 
at once go about to ſtop that which is ſent forth : tor lecing they be nproſi- 
table and hurtfull, they haue need of purging, Therfore if the patient have di- ati 
ſpoſition to vomite, and be troubled with vadigeſted meatesremaming in the . 
ſtomach you muſt giue bim warme water, and then he muſt vomite by his fin- 
ger or a feather put into his mouth. But you may not prouoke vomite by mi- 
niſtring of Aqua mulſa, nor with water mixed with oile : becaule theſe things

+ Tuption & crudity of meats, but ſpecially of fat meats, which, if they be without 
corruption, being wichbolden, hey cogender obſtructions in the ſmall guts 
it is engendred of certaine ſtripes & blows in certaine places in which the 
ſmall guts do lic : alſo through vehement cold, teſtraining and W 
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5 ments. Moreouet, through abundant drinking of cold things 
much be taken when e em whoſe bo 

be ſallen into the coddes together witht an being violently thruſt 
backe from thence ag. ine, and through that it is inflamed, Allo itis cauſed « . « 
through drinking of deadly medicins, & through hard dung bei impact a- 
bout be thin bowel. For the moſt part this diſeaſe is engendred either through 
inflammation, or through obſtruction of the drie dung. This diſeaſe is com. 
mon to children, but yet they eſcape it through helpe of naturall humiditie. 
Ie is not vont to chance very often to old men : but if they chanct᷑ to haue it, 
they almoſt be neuer rid of it. They that haue this diſeaſe haue moſt vehement Sign, 
paive, & ſome ſwelling of the thin & ſmall guts ſtreteheth out, that it ſeemeth 
wounden together like aſtring called c horda, whereupon many do call this 
diſeaſe c hordapſon : allo there is ouermuch moiſtneſſe of the ſtomach, looſe» 
neſle, vaine and empty belkings, and doing no eaſe, tumbling and noiſe of the 
bowells, perſect ſtopping and letting of the dung and of windineſſe. If the 
euill do increaſe and waze greater, he auoideth all vpward, and therefore hee 
yomiteth vp flegme and cholcr; he hath coldneſſe of the whole bodie, and 
paine. Allo to many there chanceth difficulty & hardoefle ot breathing More- 
ver to them that ſhall die there cbanceth cold ſweat, difficultie and hardneſſe of 
making water, yea the fundament is ſo bound and cloſe, that no ſmall inſtru- 
ment will enter in: and ſometime dung is caſt vp by vomiuog . For the cure C 
of this diſeaſe , you muſt cure children with ittigations, cataplaſmes, clyſters, ;- © | 
ſuppofitaries and foments, as is declared in the chapter of the Cholicke. But tibbe 
cure of them that be of age muſt differ according to the diuerſitie of cauſes. 3 
Therefore if Iliaca paſſio be cauled of cruditie and ill digeſtion, and chr Cureif i:.

Aſecarides, The firſt kind of wormes called Teretes , according to their thick. | 


neſſe they be round and a band breadth in length, and ſometime waffen 1 
they be commoner then other. They be often in thg flendet and im: | 
ray go into the ſtomach , and therefore they are yoided often by the mouth 
and to ſome allo they come out at the noſethnills , And this kind of wormes# 
peculiar to in Cuts, & children, & boics & gitles. The ſend kind of wormes 
called Lari, be broad & long like a gard Gr Band. Then be of incredible length 
(as Plinie witneſſeth) lib. 2. ca. 33. Sometime they Fe ſeene three hundred too 
long, and ſometime more. This kind of worme fas Paulus & Aetius witnelſe) 
is nothing elſe put a permutation and changing of rhe chinie filmes going o. 
bout the {mall guts within, into a certaive living body, chat will moue and 
ſtirre, The third kind of wormes called. Aſcarides, be thin and ſhort like {wall 
wormes . They be found moſt commonly in ihe right gut, and in ihe end of

e, and flegmaticke matter, and through inconvenient rottenneſle, fuck 
as is gathered ſpecially in children, and in othet᷑ great eaters, They that have 
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raile them, be they they aue cir eyes

backe Allo to mary there chancetb loſſe of appetne , Childrengwhile they do 
(:epe, chew their tongue, and allo faſhioning of their mouth as though they 
ſucked or received meate. Allo to ſome there chanceth goaſhing of the teeth. 

But theſe things are done by lie and litle, and betweene whiles. I o ſome they 
runne forth into the ſtomach, and de cauſe gnawing and diſpoſition to vomit, 
and the patients re ſule meate: & if they be — to eate, they ſcarce can 
ſwallow that which they take, or they vomit it vp againe . Io many the bellie 
doth throw out corrupt meats, and is puffed vp like as it were a rimpany. The 

reſt otthe body it doth. conſume and make leane without reaſon, neytber fa- 
ſting going before, nor vneaſurable purging being made. Allo it chancerh 
ſometime the face to be made verie red, ſpecially about the balles of the 
cheekes : but this colour turueth againe into ſwartueſſe. Some do ſpeake foo, 
Lfh things in their leep , like franticke perſons . Some change the place that 
they lie downe in, and tumble and caſt themſelues from place to plate: they 
increale feuers in them without order, with vehement coldneſſe of the extreme 
parts, hauing fits the third ox four day without order. Bur all theſe L 
iokens all together which we haue now rehearſed, muſt not euery one of them 

be looked for in euery body: but the chiefeſt of them, & ſomtime man. Brat 
wormes do bring continuall gnawing of the ſtomach, and an impotent & in- S 
cotrigible appetite to meate. For the woume that is in the guts, deuoureth the broad w 
meate that is eaten, ſo that he bath need ot more ſtraightway, & except he eate C., 
ſttaight way, the bowels are gnawne, They that are thus diſcaled.there follos 
dendernes & weaknes of the body with inequality.

The ſtones that are ingendred 
bladder, ate broken chiefly with theſe medicines (that is) the leede and tote 
of Fennell, of Louage, blacke Piony ſeeds, Mothetwort, Cammomill; the 
roote and ſeede of Althea Sium, Maidenbaire, Sorrcll rootes, the ſtones of 
Sponges, the ſtone of Tecolithwus, Grommel,Bruſcxs, root and leeds the flone 
which come out of men with their vrine, brayed aud druoke, the ſeed of linle 
Burres, the batke of Capers, Sothernwood feed, Iacinth, white Violets, Sy. 
lage, Parſley, and other ſuch like, which do prouołe vrine, & which berehezr- 
{ed in the chapter of the ſtone in the reines. To thele you muſt conioyne the 
moſt laudable remedie, that is, a hedge Sparrow being dreſſed in ſalt, and u- 
kenraw in meate , doth heale the diſeale perfectly. For it expelleth the ſtoves 
that are already ingendredbythevrine, and it letteth them from i 
avy more, Allo Goats blood is a preſent remedie, as well for the ſtone ofthe 
reines, as of the bladder: for it di thoſe that be ingendred, and Uriueth 
them out with the vrine, and prohibitethother to ingender anymore, & rea 
ſeth paine . Furthermore, if the ſtones ofthe bladder cannot come out bythe 
paſſage of the vrine, butthat they be there ſtopped . and compact togethet /o 
do cauſe ſuppreſſion of vrine, thẽ the ſick muſt be laid vp ward, io that bis lip 
muſt lie ypward and higheſt, and then you muſt move him hither and thut 
many wayes , that thet eby the ſtone may fall out of the paſlage, and after- 
ward bid him piſle euen as he lieth yet vpward. But ir be cannot make net ſo 
neither, ptouoke the vrine by a eyring, and after that you muſtiminiſterthole 
medicines which haue vertue to breakethe ſtove inthe bladder.

If the euill increaſe, eupping glaſſes faſtened tothe ions, and to 
the loines profit much. After irrigations with the ſponges dipped in Poſca, you 
muſt vſe cataplaſmes of Knotgrafle, Brambles , Plantaive and Pomegranate 
floures. Alſo vſe cerates made of Hypociſchis, Acatia, Bolearmoniacke,and ſuch 
like, rehearſed before in the chapters ot ſpitting of blood, and, ofthe fluxe 
Dyſenteria. You mult poure into the bladder, juice of Knotgrafle,Planraine,or 
Milletolie, comtnixing with it Acatia, Boleatmoniacke, Trochiskes of Spodium 
20d ſuch like. Allo inſeſſions of ſuch like things are good; for both Poſca and 
decoction of Lentiſcws , and alſo of Brambles, and ſuch like, are good. Allo 
you muſt miniſter in drinke, medicines apt to bring out blood, asbe , Nh. 76 bring out 
ponticum finely beaten, and rij red ſeeds of Pionie, Terra Lemmia, Horſetaile, bloud, 
the toote of Centorie the great, the barke of Frankinſence,and ſuch like. But 4 
in them that bloud is ealed and curded in the bladder, firſt you muſt go a- To difſalue- © 
bout to diflolue and rſe that bloud with conuenient medicins. Therefore curded blond, 
you muſt miniſter in drioke, Motberwort, Stechador, Citrine, Wormewood, * 
Sothernwood, ſhaving of a Vine, Radiſh ſeede, Hares or Goats creame, each 4 
of them with Oximel . Alſo 0ximel miniſtred by it ſelfe doth profire maruel · 
Jouſly,forit diſſolueth the curds, that aſterward they may come forth by little 
and little with the vtine. Apply outwardly bachs, ointments, irngations, and o- 
ther things that haue vertue to looſen and releaſe, which you muſt ſeeke our of 
the chapter of the ſtone in thereines . Aboue other things this cerate is verie u 
good: N. of the oiles of Roſes and Cammomill, an.$.j n. Calamint, Comin, 
keaues of Elderne, ana. 3. ij. Bitumen Indaicum, Gutũme Ammoniacke, ana. 
3 ij. Hares creame, 7 4jj. Sothernwood,meale of Fenugreeke, ana. 3. G. Spere 
ma Ceti, 3. j. with Roſin and Ware, as much as is ſufficient, make a cerate to 
apply tothe ſhare . And if you ptoſite nothing by doing thus, but the vrine is 
ſtill topped, you muſt ot neceſſitie vi a cyring : hy rbe which whetd you haue 
brought oui the vrine, you muſt againe miniſter che thingy afotelaid in drivke, 
and apply thoſe things outwardly which do diffolue congealed bloud . And if 
the clods ot blood will not yet be diflolued, you muſt cometo the curing ofit 
likewiſe as you did in the ſtone ofthe bladder, 


CHAP. XLIIL 


Of inflammation of the Blade. 
Of diſeaſesthat be in the bladder, and ingendred there, the moſt grievous 
and deadly is the inflammation thereof. The ſicke haue theſe tokens fol- 
lowing. They are vexed with a ſharpe ſeuer, they watch,they raue, and ſpeake Sign4s 
they wot not what: they votnite pure choler, and they comme mel water, the 
ſhare becometh hard, & hath vebement paine, they haue defireto the ſtoole,

chin, ud hath oo reſidence v alſo ſometime inflations follow, 

is coſtiue, the r che in flammt 
bladder To them that haue this diſeaſe, if nothing let it, cut che vei 
bamme wilbhout any tarrying, ot draw bloud of the anckles. Allo m 
bim a thinne kinde of diet, as is preſcnbed in other inflammations. Rem 
alſo abſtaine from wine, and he muſt vie water wherein a little Cinnamen 
bath beene ſodden . Outwardly you mult apply thoſe things that have power 
to ceaſſe and mitigate paine. Therefore the place ot the bladder muſt be nov. 
riſhed with oile wherein bath beene ſodden Dill, Line ſeed, and ſometim̃e Rev 
and Althea. Medicines that be cold and reſtrictiue muſt altogether be for. 
borne: and that chicfly becauſe the bladder is full of finews: forcold{as Hip. 
pocrates wnneſſeth, 5,Aphoc.a8,) is an enemy to linewrs . Moreauer, 

cold things do ſhutyp and bind, and ſo do ſtop the vrine (which pers 
cing inthis euill by it ſelfe) it increaſeth it. And laſt of all, becauſe cold thi 
do prohibite and let that the humors caufiog inflammarion, may be di 
coolumed and digeſted t therefore medicines meanely hote are rathertobe 
applied, which haue vertue to ceaſſe paine, to looſen the pipe and — * 
the vrine, and to diſſolue the inflammation. Alſo let the guttes be waſhed 
with ſoft and eaſie cliſters, and after the dung is come forth, caſt in oile of Dil, 
or ſuch like thing, to caſe and ceaſſe the paine. It is good to ſeeth Poppy ſhels, 
together with oile, and to powre in Goole greaſe, or freſh Hennes grealeſod- 
den together in the ſame oile. In moſt vehement paine you muſt pomein 
3 j. ot pilles of Hounds tongue diflolucd in oile of Dill: or take Upiumwith 
Mirrhe and Saffron, and annoint it ypon wooll , and put it vp into the funds- 
ment. Alſo let che ſicke fit in the decoction of Lineſeed, Fenugrecke, toon 
of Althea, Daucus ſeede, and ſuch like ; and bid the ſicke piſſe as be fittethin 
the water of the decoction: for the bladder is not ſtrong enough to receive 
and expel out the vtine: therefore the patient ot ſome that be about him,muſt 
thruſt and pteſſe the ſhare eaſily aud ſoftly, and that muſt not be done out of 
me aſure, leſt that paine ſhould be augmented thereby. Allo after cliſtetrand 
inleſſions vie foments by hote water, and apply oile in ore bladders, or other 
veſlels halfe full, or little bags, as is ſhewed in the chapter of the Plearific. And 
it tot all theſe things, the euill ceaſſe not, faſten a cupping glaſſe with ſcani- 
cation to the 1 places . Moreouer, he muſt abſtaine from thoſe thing 
which prouoke 


vrine vehemently, and he muſt eſchue much drinke, When 
"there appeareth euident declination of the diſeaſe, you maſt come to the vie 

of thole that haue vertue to diſſolue and molliſie, whereof we bave 
ſpoken often before, The putting ia of a cyring into bim that is diſcaſed with 
inflammation of the bladder, is not eaſie to vie, and ſpecially in men: for 
leeing it cannot be put into them without paine, it ſharpeveth the paine, and 


increaſeth the inflammation 7 but in women it is no great hurt to vic it. For the 


pafſageof the vtine in them is ſhort and ſtraight, fo that ſuffer the 
doing of i without paine. But if the peril through the gerte Fara 
very much conſtraine you, then you muſt of neceſſitie vſe 3 cyring in men 

not becauſe is taketh away the anguiſh of the diſeaſe, but rather becauleik 
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ald awend the great luopreſſion of vrine, and deliver the patient from 
* Jeadly perill. Alter r aine 
d the remedies which do caſe paine, vntil the inflammation be di and 
en. Oftcatimes the inflammation is wont to be diſſolued by & by through 
"the meanes of an Eryſipelas, arifing outwardly vpon the akinne, and remaining 
there, and not returning _—_ inward, Yea and ofentimes much vrine bei 
caſt out, doth iudge the euill. Vet neuertheleſſe alibougb thoſe things appeare, 
you muſt ſtil vſe he remedies aforeſaid : in as much as for the moſt part, per- 
ect tenſion and ſtretching out being riſen, continuall exacerbations and 
arc cauſed , and long conſtitution of the euill. But when the perillous fittes are 
ceaſſed, and the conſtitution of the diſeaſe is now waxen old, you muſt come 
to the yſiog of ointments, which do call out and bring forth the humors from 
within : and likewiſe emplaiſters , which do tubiſie and bliſter the skinne, are 
to be applied, which you may ſiad after. 


CHAP, XLHIL 


Of ulcers of the Bladder and hu necke. 
He bladder is exulcerate either through ſome bile, or botch, or ſwelling Alcea 
which bath beene before, or through ſome rupture, or by eating & guaw- 
ing of a fluxe,or through ſome ſuch like cauſe, There followeth this knee Signe, 
ſharpe paine of the bladdex, at all times piſſing andauoiding out matter. And 
when the vlcers be foule and filthy, there comtneth forth dreggie and ſlimie 
matter, and ſuch as bath a groſſe teſidence like bran. And ſometime thin akins 
ke l-aucs,and wooll, are ſent out with the vrine. If the vicers do ſpred abroad 
and feed deepe, there is ſent out vrine that is bloudy, attery, and ſtinking, To 
thelc ſignes may be added, difficulty of making water, & niſing vp of the yard. 
There is paine not onely wheo the paſlage of the vrine is exulcerate , but alſo 
when the exulceration is in the bottome or depth. You may know whether the 
exulceration be in the bottome of the bladder, or nigh the pipe & paſlage of 
the vrine,by this: for if it bein the depth of the bladder, there followeth pai 
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ture ſharpe, doth.cootiqual o guaweth ibem, and will cers f bos 
werluffer chem hs noJutz . bladder be 
be lent out, yet all the h | ied, but alwayes ſome of incurable; 
the vrive is leftin it, which doth cootinually touch the vicers, yea when the a- 

bundance of vrine is ſentour , theo the bladder ſhrinketh vp and falleth toge · 

ther, ſo that the vine that ĩs left in it, although it be very litle, yet it e- 

very part thereof. But ſeeing that oftentimes ſome thing beſides our 
expeQation, you ſhal go about the cure, by the which if you bring voting elſe 
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to paſſe, yet you ſhall diminiſh che paioes of the firs. Fix 

perſwade the patient to lie down and to reſt ia his bed: and that 

that he hath a feuer. I hen you mult miniſtet remedies for intetmitt 
uers. The chiefe thiog in this cale hath beene drinking of milke,and this 
be preferred aboue all other medicines ; for it maketh ſmoothe toug 
and waſhech vicerations , and leoureth the euill. Let the reſt of hu qe be 
ſuch, as that is which is miniſtred in the exulceration of the reines. Alo 
muſt comfort the ſicke by medicines that will let the ingendring of 
vrine, which doth gnaw and fret the yicers . And it there be inflammation with 
the exulccration, cataplaſmes of Lineleed, aud Fenugreeke, and other things, 
which are reheatſed before in the chapter of inflammation ofthe bladder, xt 
apt and mecte to be applied. Moteouet, if the exulceration do ſpread broader 
and cate deepe, you muſt apply outwardly medicines lomewhatreſtrif 
and ſuch as be hote when they are applyed, that by their heate they way 
helpe the painefull places round about by mollifying them, and that 
their vertue they may prohlbite the places nigh adioining to feed and eat Ne 
ſtrictiue medicines be theſe; Galls,Pomegranat riads, Alume, Acatia,Hypocyſ. 
chis , and ſuch like often rebearſed of vs before. Allo you muſt vſe to miniſter 
to them, medicines caſt in with acyring . You muſt caſt into the exulcergtc 
places, milke newly milked, or very good oile of Roſes warme. Aud if none 
of theſe be at hand, you muſt caſt in continually moſt ſweete water warmed, 
ſpecially at ſuch rime as the N preſent. Alſo you muſt drive in bj the

Hereupon iti 
called io Latine continens Febris , and in Engliſh it may be called, a conſtant 
and ſtable Feaner . There be three ſundry differences of theſe conſtant feuers, 
23 appearcth before in the expoſition of feaucrs .

In this feauer alſo the time of the fits doth exceed twelue houres,ocither is this 
iudged in ſeuen fittes, as an exquiſite Tertian is . Moreouer, in this baſtardy 
Tertian, the fignes of concoction do appeare more flowly, 'veyther is there 
ſuch great beate inthe vigour and ſtate of this auer, as in the exquiſite Ter- 
tian. Beſides all theſe, it doth not end with abundance of ſweat, as an exquiſite 
Textian doth . Therefore the diet in this feauer muſt not be altogether coo- 
ling and moiſtening, as it is in an exquiſite I ertian ; but let it have ſome po- 
wet and vertue to beate, cut, and diuide ; for the choler io this feauer 1s Lick 

ſer, neither is it lo hote. They therefore that haue this feauer, maypro 
take broth of Priſan , wherein ſome Pepper is put, and you muſt giue them 
Mulſa to drinke, wherein bath beene ſodden, Hyſope, Origas, and Spikenard, 
Alſo you muſt gue them ſoupings and broths eaſie to digeſt.

cotrected, amended, and purified with odoriferous things, and with ſweete 
ſmelling perfumes, daily foure or five times . It is beſt for the ſicke to change 
from one chamber to another : becauſe the aire of one chamber, by the con« 
tinuall rarying of the ſicke in it, is much corrupred, and cannot be cor- 
reed and amended. Let the aire of the chamber, into the which the ſicke 
fhall remoue;,be firſt corrected and purged with perſumes. What thole things 
ſhould be, we will declare afterward . Two or three houres afterthe patient 
;- hath ſweat, giue vnto him the broth of a Chickin , and that you muſt do often 
afterward , according to his ſtrength ! for the ſicke muſt be nouriſhed and 
tefrefhed by little and little. Therefore it is good for him to cate often , and 
bur very little at once : for they that are thus fed: will ſooner recouer againe 
then other. Alſo he may vſe to eate he ſleſni of Chickins, ſodden with Sorrell, 
or with iuyce of Limong,or elſe Veriuyce. Allo the ficke muſt be kept 
ther from ſleepe the firſt day by tulke ofthe aſſiſtaors,, by rubbing of the e- 
treme parts, by pulling oftheir eares, vole; and haiie. For the which 
it is not yoprofitable to dip a ſponge in very ſharpe vineger, and hold it to the 
noſe.

Secondly, erte- 
nuate the vaporous and windy humour which raiſeth the tumour, Thirdly, o- 
pen the thicke pores of theskin,and of the whole affected member,with me- 
dicinesthat are effectuall for the thinneſſe of the members: afterward ſecke 
to diſcuſſe the flatuous vapour, Fourthly, ( but according to the difference of 
the affected parts, and er. . che thickneſſe of the flatuous vapour, or 
thinneſle of the medicines which ate 1 er „) intend and remit alwell the 
matter as the faculty & vertue of them, 5. Furthermore, if ſuch a vaporoustu« 
mour ſhall chance with griefe and with inflãmation (as it hapneth in the muſ- 
cles which through ſome bruiſe are ſtufted out with wind)apply in the begin- 
ning mitigating medicines: but in proceſſe of time, ve ſuch temedies as haue 
power to diſlolue, increaſing by little and little the plentie thereof.

do the like alſo on the other ſide, and then cut out the whole foundation ot 
groundworke, becauſe of the ſinewes and veſſels lying vaderneath, But in 
thole Strumæ which do chance about the armeholes, and about the privy 
members, you mult make an ouerthwart incifion, by realon of the doubly 
of the skin.
